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Council 
passes tax 
exemption

AGAWAM — Amid accusations of political 
posturing as well as criticism of limiting the 
tax base during difficult economic times, the 
Agawam City Council passed a resolution 
increasing tax exemption amounts for senior 
citizens residing in town. 

The resolution adopting Massachusetts 
General Law Chapter 59, Section 59, clauses 
41C and 41D, was passed with nine council- 
ors in favor and one against. 

Mayor Richard A. Cohen presented the 
resolution to city councilors at the Oct. 5 
meeting. The resolution was proposed to 
help senior citizens put more money in their 
pockets during the tough economic times, the 
mayor said. 

Corinne Wingard, a member of the Com- 
munity Preservation Committee, said while 
she is a senior citizen herself who would en- 
joy the opportunity to save money in taxes, 
now is not the time to take away more than an 
estimated $116,500 in tax revenue. She fur-

Candidates

AGAWAM — Just days before voters de- 
cided which two of the three mayoral candi- 
dates will compete in the November election, 
Mayor Richard A. Cohen, Rosemary Sand- 
lin, and Walter A. Meissner III faced off in a 
candidate forum. 

At the Roberta A. Doering School on the 
evening of Oct. 6 the three debated issues 
such as taxes and economic development be- 
fore an audience of about 60 residents. The 
non-partisan forum was also televised on the 
town’s cable access channel. 

Moderator Bob McDonald, a board mem- 
ber of the West of the River Chamber of 
Commerce, the forum sponsor, and Dave 
Ward, news director, CBS 3 Springfield, al- 
ternated in asking questions. The format then 
switched to a Lincoln-Douglas style debate 
in which candidates questioned each other. 


Balanced budgets and businesses 

Cohen emphasized his accomplishments 
as mayor. He said he has delivered a balanced 
budget every year and made cuts where nec- 
essary. 

“We have been cutting and cutting. Every- 
thing we’ve cut was to avoid layoffs,” he said. 
“Laying off people is the worst possible thing 
because then they don’t have any money to 
put back into the economy.” 

Sandlin, however, contends that the town 
needs to curtail spending and increase its 
commercial tax base. 

She said one of her eco- 
nomic strategies would be to

The group of business rep- 
resentatives, councilors, and 
interested citizens would help 
her determine what types of 
businesses are a good fit in 
what areas.

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Incumbent Mayor Richard A. Cohen (left) faced his two challengers, Rose- 
mary Sandlin and Walter A. Meissner Ill, in a candidate forum just days 
before a preliminary election decided which two will compete for the of- 


fice in the November election. 


The group also would look at the quality of 
businesses coming to Agawam to try to figure 
out why businesses aren’t locating in town. 
“There’s a reason why middle retail stores 
are not coming here,” Sandlin said. 

She said reduced state and federal aid 
means the town must become more self-suf- 
ficient. “One of the best ways is to generate 
more revenue. That’s why it’s important that 
we expand our commercial tax base.” 

Cohen said he’s seeking all types of busi- 
nesses, including industrial and retail, when 
asked what types of businesses he advocates 
for Agawam. He added that he’s been work- 
ing on developing two additional industrial 
parks. 

The first would be located behind the pub- 
lic works-municipal annex complex while the 
second would be situated on former county 
land in Feeding Hills. 


“We need to keep our commercial tax base 
high. We work constantly every day to bring 
commercial and industrial development into 
Agawam,’ said Cohen. He said his office 
regularly meets with chambers of commerce 
and businesses about this issue. 

Tax incentives and casinos 

When Meissner was asked if he would 
consider offering a tax incentive if Agawam 
was competing with surrounding communi- 
ties for a business, he said it would depend on 
the type of business. 

“Tf it was a business with a family of four, 
and one or two persons would need govern- 
ment assistance to pay for their housing on 
top of working there, I would offer them zero 
in tax incentives. If we want to promote these 
things, then we’re going the wrong way.” 

Asked how he would deal with some of 
the town’s fixed costs, such as negotiating 


contracts, Meissner said, “Anything’s nego- 
tiable.’ He added that the state doesn’t want 
to help communities. ““They’re offering us a 
casino. That’s the best they can do.” 

Cohen and Sandlin said if lawmakers ap- 
prove a bill to allow casinos in Massachusetts 
it could have a positive effect on Agawam. 

Sandlin said casinos would help keep 
money from going to Connecticut and Rhode 
Island and would “bring good jobs to West- 
ern Massachusetts.” 

Cohen said a nearby casino would be a 
“plus” for Agawam by drawing people to 
destinations such as Six Flags. “It’s an op- 
portunity for revenue.” 

Zone permitting process 

Cohen and Sandlin also said they support 
the idea of attracting more businesses by up- 
dating and revising Agawam’s zone permit- 
ting process. 

Cohen said he is “mindful” that the process

Cohen, Sandlin advance 
to general election 


AGAWAM — Incumbent Mayor Richard 
A. Cohen and former state Rep. Rosemary 
Sandlin garnered the highest number of 
votes respectively in Tuesday’s preliminary 
mayoral election, edging out political new- 
comer Walter A. Meissner III for a chance 
to run in the November general election. 

According to Assististant Town Clerk 
Margaret McCarthy, Cohen received 2,209 
or 55 percent of votes to Sandlin’s 1,652 or 
41 percent of votes. Meissner garnered 115 
votes Tuesday to round out the election. 

A total of 22.2 percent of the 17,892 reg- 
istered voters in town turned up at the polls, 
a number higher than Town Clerk Richard 
M. Theroux originally anticipated. 

Cohen and Sandlin will face off for the 
mayoral seat at the Nov. 8 general elec- 
tion.

AGAWAM — Despite the tumultuous 
spring/summer season that local farmers 
had to contend with this year, many local 
farms have been able to provide an abun- 
dance of produce, much to their customers’ 
delight. And with the fall harvest season in 
full swing, locals looking to pick up their 
perfect fruits and vegetables need only 
travel a few miles to one of the many local 
farm stands. 

E. Cecchi Farms located on Springfield 
Street is a third generation farm operated 
by brothers Michael and Bob Cecchi. Their 
grandfather started the farm in 1946, said 
Michael. 

Like most farms across the area, Michael 
said E. Cecchi Farms was able to weather 
the growing season this year, although it 
was not without a few lost crops. 

“We made it through a challenging year, 
that was for sure,’ said Michael. “It was 
real wet in the spring, then it was real dry 
for a few weeks in July and we did quite a 
bit of irrigating.” 


Missouri company fined $11 


AGAWAM — The Massachusetts De- 
partment of Environmental Protection 
(MassDEP) assessed an $11,959  pen- 
alty to Par Electrical Contractors, Inc. of 
Kansas City, Missouri, for violations of 
the Massachusetts Clean Waters Act after 
Par conducted construction work along 
Western Massachusetts Electric Company 
(WMECo) utility lines in Agawam that re- 
sulted in impacts to wetlands. 

Par Electrical is a general contractor 
to Northeast Utilities Service Company/ 
WMECO for the circuit separation project 
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Falling into autumn at local farm stands 


But towards the end of summer, when 
tropical storm Irene and several other 
storms dropped a considerable amount of 
rainfall in the area, there “was no place left 
for the rain to go,” said Michael. 

The soil at the farm is sandy and can ab- 
sorb most of the water, but the excessive 
rain was too much to handle, he said. 

“Some of the winter squash was lost,” he 
said. 

Likewise, the hanging baskets and mixed 
planters that E. Cecchi Farms sells were “up 
and down” this year due to the weather. 

“When the weather got rainy, we lost 
some sales,” Michael said 

But the weather is something farm own- 
ers are used to working around, he said. 

“It’s been the trend in the past few years,” 
Michael said of the rainy spring weather 
we've experienced. “Once every four or 
five years you have a decent year.” 

E. Cecchi Farms will close for the season 
on Sunday, Oct. 16. Until then, customers 
can pick up fall decorating favorites such 
as pumpkins, cornstalks, mums and more. 

Unlike their neighbor on Springfield 
Street, Cincotta Farms will be open year 


on the WMECo rights-of-way for electri- 
cal lines located adjacent to the Westfield 
River in Agawam. 

On March 1, MassDEP received a com- 
pliance monitoring report that indicted Par 
conducted work that resulted in deposition 
of sediment and placement of equipment 
beyond the “limit-of-work” line authorized 
in the Water Quality Certificate (WQC) is- 
sued by MassDEP for the project.

round, said Felix Cincotta, a fourth genera- 
tion owner who said the excessive rains in 
the late spring/early summer caused minor 
problems with their tomato and strawberry 
crops. 

With too much rain, strawberries can get 
moldy, turn to mush or rot, which means 
Cincotta had to work around the problems 
brought forth by the rains. 

Cincotta said he considered himself 
lucky that the tornado that touched down in 
Western Mass on June | didn’t damage any 
of the crops on the 6 1/4 acres he owns or 
the 10 acres he rents. 

All of the fruits and vegetables grown on 
his property are sold at the stand where his 
grandmother, Laura Cincotta, can be found 
greeting visitors. 

Once the fall harvest season ends, Cin- 
cotta Farms will offer a full line of produce 
from California and Florida and will also 
sell Christmas trees during the holiday sea- 
son. The majority of the trees sold there 
will be brought in from a farm in Chester- 
field, he said.

The 
farm will stay open until the last “pick- 
able” apples and tomatoes are gone. This 
year, he expects the apples to last another 
two weeks or so. 

The Brown family has been operating 
the farm on North West Street since the 
early 20 century when Brown’s grandfa- 
ther purchased the land. In all, the family 
owns roughly 122 acres of land, but a large 
portion of that is woodland, he said. 

While the weather early in the season 
prevented people from coming out to pick 
their own fruits and vegetables — whenev- 
er there was lightning, people were turned 
away — Brown said the last few days of 
sunshine have been great. 

The farm opened for what he referred to 
as “a third weekend day” on Monday be- 
cause many people were off from work and 
a steady stream of cars came and went all 
day.

Raising awareness 


about breast cancer 


reast cancer 1s the second most com- 

mon cancer among women in the Unit- 
ed States and is the second leading cause of 
death from cancer. 

The chance of a woman having invasive 
breast cancer at some time during her life is 
a little less than one in eight. The chance of 
dying from breast cancer is about one in 35. 
Thankfully, recent studies show that breast 
cancer death rates have gone down in re- 
cent years, which may be the result of ear- 
lier diagnoses and better treatment options. 
Currently, there are more than 2 1/2 million 
breast cancer survivors in the United States. 

And throughout the month 
of October, which is National 
Breast Cancer Awareness 
Month, we are celebrating 
those women as well as the 
men and women still fighting 


\ the disease. 
According to the American 
Cancer Society, the cause of 
breast cancer is unknown 
although there are certain 
risk factors linked to the 
disease, including age, ge- 
netic factors, family history, race and more. 
Education and early detection is a critical 
factor in treating the disease. 

The National Breast Cancer Foundation, 
Inc. has issued this early breast cancer detec- 
tion plan for women: 

Beginning at age 20, women should per- 
form breast self-exams and look for any 
signs of change; from age 20 to 39, they 
should schedule clinical breast exams ev- 
ery three years; by age 30, they should get 
a baseline mammogram and annual clini- 
cal breast exam; from age 40 to 49, women 
should have a mammogram every one to two 
years depending on previous findings and at 
age 50 and older, a mammogram should be 
scheduled every year. In addition, women of

all ages should maintain a healthy weight, 
follow a low-fat diet, get regular exercise, 
quit smoking and reduce alcohol consump- 
tion.

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Senior exemption 
debate continues 


To the editor: 


In rebutting my concern that giving 
$1,000 in property tax exemptions to 200 
seniors, when the state will only reimburse 
the town $500 for 167, could potentially cost 
the town $116,500 in lost tax revenue, our 
town assessor stated that it would not cost 
that much, and that over the past several 
years, an average of 40 exemptions have 
been given per year. 

According to the 2010 census, Agawam 
has 3,764 residents age 70 and over. Per the 
2005-2009 American Community Survey 5- 
Year Estimates, 7.6 percent of our residents 
age 65 and over live in poverty, which was 
defined in 2010 as an income of $10,800 for 
one, and $14,570 for two. 

Taking 7.6 percent (a low percentage 
given that income tends to lessen with age) 
of 3,764 tells us there are at least 263 resi- 
dents age 70 and over in our town living in 
these dire straits, needing all the help they 
can get. 

Even assuming over half of them are not 
property owners, these numbers make abun- 
dantly clear that not all those eligible for the 
Senior Property Tax Exemption have ap- 
plied, particularly given that our income cri- 
teria has been $13,000 for one, and $15,000 
for two. Why is that? What have the mayor 
and assessor done to assure that all eligible 
property owners age 70 and over know about 
this benefit? 

The best way to assure fair and equitable 
treatment would be to send all potentially 
eligible homeowners information about the 


program. The simplest way to do this would 
be to include a letter in all tax bills when they 
are sent out. Envelopes for contributions to 
the Agawam Emergency Fuel Assistance 
Program and Friends of the Senior Cen- 
ter have been included with the water bills 
showing this could be very easily done. 

To my knowledge, information about the 
Senior Property Tax Exemption has never 
been distributed in a town-wide mailing. I 
have certainly never seen anything in my 
property tax bill. 

While still concerned about the potential 
cost, I am even more concerned that all Aga- 
wam seniors be treated fairly by our town 
government. 

Please let me be clear that this is in no 
way any, even implied, criticism of our se- 
nior center and the outstanding staff, or their 
work and community outreach. Rather, I call 
upon the mayor and assessor to take every 
step possible to inform all those who may 
benefit from the Senior Property Tax Ex- 
emption, and help them apply.

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ther stated the timing of the resolution being 
presented is a political ploy being used by 
Cohen to aid his re-election campaign. 

“Considering these are difficult times, this 
is not the time to be giving up this tax rev- 
enue,” said Wingard. “The town would be 
responsible for making up that money next 
year and in future years. It’s the wrong plan 
at the wrong time.” 

Cohen took exception 
to Wingard’s claims, chal- 
lenged her math on the is- 
sue, and said he was sup- 
porting the resolution to 
help the senior citizens in 
Agawam be able to stay in 
their homes. 

“It is my desire to pass 
this to help the senior 
citizens just as you (the 
council) did for small 
businesses,” said Cohen.

Baldini further stated the tax rate will not 
increase as a result of the lost revenue be- 
cause of the reserve fund that is in place for 
tax abatements. 

He said Wingard’s numbers estimating 
that more than 200 people would be eligible 
for the tax exemption was unlikely. He said 
the current number of 40 people that quali- 
fied last year would increase by approxi- 
mately 20 to 40 people. 

“T don’t foresee that big 
of an increase,” said Baldi- 
ni. “And the abatement fund 
is more than enough in the 
account to handle the in- 
crease. I am not sure where 
that number of 200 came 
from.” 

Wingard said 200 house- 
holds received letters from 
town hall allowing them to 
apply for the exemptions. 
Cohen said the number 
was around 130, and not all

During discussion among the council, 
Councilor Gina Letellier challenged the tim- 
ing of the resolution, but said in the interest 
of seniors, she was willing to listen to the 
information being presented before making 
a decision. 

Town Assessor Kevin Baldini told the 
council the town will not lose $116,500 
in revenue and the amount in tax refunds 
that would be returned to seniors would be 
around $20,000 to $40,000 in addition to 
current exemptions being given out under 
the current senior exemption threshold.

Letellier concluded saying she favored 
the increased exemptions, but was still dis- 
pleased with the timing of the resolution. 

Councilor George Bitzas said he agrees 
with Cohen that the move is necessary to 
help those senior citizens in need of some 
relief. 

“These are the golden years for many of 
these people,’ said Bitzas. “They need all 
the help they can get to keep it that way.” 

The only dissenting councilor was Jill 
Messick, who voted against it because she 
is concerned with the status of the overlay 
account in future years. 

The resolution can be rescinded in the fu- 
ture, Cohen said.

To help 
reduce costs to businesses, he said several 
proposals have been made to city councilors 
to revamp the permitting process. 

“T’ve been trying to do this since I was first 
elected mayor,” he said. 

Sandlin called it shameful that no changes 
have been made to the permitting process for 
so long. “We need to expedite the permitting 
process and put it online to make the process 
more transparent.” 


Tax rates and retiree health insurance 

In the debate portion, Cohen and Sand- 
lin sparred over the tax rate. Sandlin asked 
Cohen why he said Agawam has the low- 
est commercial and industrial tax rate when 
the Massachusetts Department of Revenue 
shows that several other area communities 
have lower residential and commercial rates. 

Cohen replied that Sandlin took what he 
said out of context. He said Agawam has the 
lowest “split rate” and its residential tax rate 
is lower than Springfield, West Springfield, 
Holyoke, and Chicopee. 

“Those are the facts. Don’t make them out 
to be something else,” he said. 

Sandlin, in her rebuttal, insisted the facts 
showed 13 surrounding communities with a 
lower tax rate than Agawam. 

They also clashed over health care insur- 
ance for retired town employees. Sandlin 
asked Cohen why he didn’t allow Medicare 
to start paying a portion of retirees’ health in- 
surance costs until this past May. 

“There was no state mandate. You could 
have approved the change at any time. Why 
did you wait 12 years when you could have 
saved the town $350,000 each year?” asked 
Sandlin. 

Cohen responded that the economy was 
much better then and the town’s insurance

costs were not as expensive as they are now. 
“Tf we had gone on the system you’re talking 
about, retirees would have started on Medi- 
care a lot sooner, paying more out of pocket 
costs than they would have under the town 
plan,” he said. 

Cohen questioned Sandlin’s ability to 
manage town finances when he asked about 
problems she had paying her state income tax 
as well as overdue property taxes and water 
bills several years ago. 

Sandlin countered by explaining that the 
water bill problem was caused by tenants 
opening up water pipes in commercial build- 
ings she owned in Springfield. She said they 
“accumulated a huge amount of water bills” 
that forced her to sell the properties to pay 
the bills. 

As for the income tax, Sandlin said the is- 
sue stemmed from the state not receiving her 
return. “I have never, ever not paid my taxes. 
[had no knowledge that my tax return wasn’t 
received until I was contacted. I immediately 
provided them with a copy of my return and 
they accepted it.”

Sparking an interest in 


fire safety this month 


This week commemorates 
1871 conflagration

Re year, students are treated to a special visitor in their 
classroom during the month of October: a local firefighter 
dressed in gear whose goal is to teach them about fire safety. 

Students in each grade level learn valuable lessons about the 
importance of fire safety, and often carry those messages back 
to their parents. 

Did you know every 82 seconds a home fire breaks out? 
That’s according to the National Fire Protection Agency, whose 
National Fire Prevention Week going on now. 

Fire Prevention Week was established to commemorate the 
Great Chicago Fire, a tragic 1871 conflagration that killed more 
than 250 people, left 100,000 people homeless and destroyed 
more than 17,400 structures and burned more than 2,000 acres. 
The fire began on Oct. 8 but continued into and did most of its 
damage on Oct. 9, 1871. 

National Fire Prevention Week, which since 1922 has been 
observed on the Sunday through Saturday period in which Oct. 
9 falls, is going on now until Sunday, Oct. 15. 

Due to scheduling conflicts, however, Agawam Fire Depart- 
ment won’t hold its open house to coincide with Fire Prevention 
Week until Saturday, Oct. 22. 

This year’s annual open house will be held from 9:30 a.m. to 
3:30 p.m. at fire headquarters located at 800 Main St. and will 
feature a chili cook off, Jaws of Life vehicle extrication demon- 
stration, interactive ladder truck demonstrations, and tours of 
the station and apparatus. 

Protect your family from fire 

Fires can cause irreparable damages to homes and business- 
es, displacing families and employees. Last year, the American 
Red Cross responded to 62,960 home fires across the country 
and provided comfort and basic necessities to those affected. 

To date in 2011, the Agawam Fire Department has respond- 
ed to 22 structure fires locally, said Agawam Fire Chief Alan 
Sirois. 

This week, Oct. 9 — 15, local fire departments and the Ameri- 
can Red Cross are helping families and businesses learn to

National Fire Prevention Week. 

“Everyone at home, school and work should 
know what to do when they hear the sound of 
a smoke alarm,” said Dawn Leaks, American 
Red Cross Pioneer Valley Chapter director of 
communications and special events. “Taking 
simple steps like installing smoke detectors 
and developing and practicing a fire escape 
plan can make a critical difference in saving 
lives, homes and workplaces. 

“Tt is essential that people check their smoke 
detectors and carbon monoxide detectors at 
least every six months to ensure that they are 
working,’ said Sirois. 

The American Red Cross suggests install- 
ing smoke alarms on every level of your home 
and inside bedrooms; replacing batteries and 
testing smoke alarms monthly by pushing the 
test button; and ensuring household members

Designated a place to meet outside of 
your home in case of a fire and practice your 
plan at least twice a year.

Likewise, businesses should be prepared.

safe use of electric space heaters by not leav- 
ing them unattended and not leaving any flam- 
mable items near them,” Sirois said. “Regular 
maintenance of home heating systems and 
cleaning of woodstoves and chimneys will 
also help prevent tragedy.” 

In addition to helping families and business- 
es prepare their homes and facilities for poten- 
tial fires, the Red Cross is there to help those 
in need when fires break out. The American 
Red Cross Pioneer Valley Chapter responded 
to 20 home fires in this region in the past four 
months.

Fast facts about fire 


The National Fire Protection Association 
has issued these fire facts for families looking 
to learn more about fire safety this month. 


Home fires 

e One home structure fire was reported 
every 87 seconds in 2009. 

¢ On average, seven people died in home 
fires every day. Adults age 65 and over face 
the highest risk of fire death. 

¢ In 2009, U.S. fire departments responded 
to 362,500 home structure fires, which caused 
12,650 civilian injuries, 2,565 civilian deaths, 
and $7.6 billion in direct damage. 


Smoke alarms 

¢ Roughly two-thirds of home fire deaths 
happen in homes with no smoke alarms or 
no working smoke alarms. About one in five 
smoke alarm failures was due to dead batter- 
les. 

¢ Working smoke alarms cut the risk of dy- 
ing in reported home fires by half. 

e In fires considered large enough to acti- 
vate the smoke alarm, hard-wired alarms op- 
erated 91 percent of the time, while battery 
powered alarms operated only 75 percent of 
the time. 


Cooking 
¢ Cooking equipment is the leading cause 
of home structure fires and associated inju- 
ries, and was tied for the third leading cause 
of home fire deaths. 
¢ Unattended cooking was by far the lead- 


ing cause of these fires. 

¢ Households using electric ranges have 
a higher risk of fires than those using gas 
ranges. 

¢ U.S. fire departments responded to an av- 
erage of 155,400 cooking-related home fires 
each year between 2005 and 2009, causing 
an average of 390 deaths, 4,800 injuries, and 
$771 million in direct property damage. 


Heating 

e Fires involving heating equipment peak 
in December, January and February, as do 
deaths from those fires. Overall, home fires 
and home fire deaths are also more common 
in the cooler monthsof the year. 

¢ Heating equipment was the second lead- 
ing cause of all reported home fires and home 
fire deaths. 

¢ The leading factor contributing to heat- 
ing equipment fires was failure to clean, prin- 
cipally creosote from solid fueled heating 
equipment, primarily chimneys. 

e Half of home heating fire deaths resulted 
from fires caused by heating equipment too 
close to things that can burn, such as uphol- 
stered furniture, clothing, mattresses or bed- 
ding. 

e U.S. Fire departments responded to an 
average of 61,100 heating-related home fires 
each year between 2005 and 2009, causing 
an average of 560 deaths, 1,620 injuries and 
$904 million in direct property damage.

The Aga- 
wam junior was recognized by town’s city council as well 
for his achievement. 

Sabadosa became a part of the varsity golf team this year 
after participating on the football team and decided this sea- 
son to try his hand at half.

Agawam Music, a small family-run retail 
shop and lesson space, has reached its five- 
year milestone anniversary.

Stokosa’s shop offers music lessons for all 
ages, from beginners to advanced students in 
drums, saxophone, clarinet, flute, electric and 
acoustic guitar, bass guitar, piano and elec- 
tronic keyboard. His staff of eight college- 
trained teachers guides students in the major 
styles like blues, jazz, classical and country. 

‘ve got a really professional teaching 
group. They’ve won a lot of awards between 
all of them as far as the stuff that they do and 
playing in their bands. I’m very pleased to 
have them,” said Stokosa. 

Agawam Music’s five practice rooms are 
lively on Mondays, Tuesdays and Wednesdays 
with one-on-one private lessons and group en- 
sembles. 

Stokosa and his staff hope to expand lesson 
days to Thursdays and Fridays. They are also 
laying the groundwork for sessions geared to- 
wards accomplished and professional musicians 
and for students interested in Latin percussion. 

Agawam Music’s full retail music shop is 
a treasure trove of brand-name guitars, per- 
cussion, keyboards, electronics, and band and 
orchestra instruments. There are a variety of 
accessories for students and professionals, 
sheet music, and professional audio and PA 
equipment. Prices are competitive and many 
times they can offer a better deal than the ma- 
jor music chain stores. 

“This is Ma and Pa stuff here. That’s the 
big thing for me. We’re a very small store but 
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we have a little of everything so when people 
walk through the doors they can find what 
they’re looking for. If not, we will order it,’ 
said Stokosa. 

The staff at Agawam Music 1s happy to help 
when shoppers have questions or need assis- 
tance. Stokosa, a long-time musician in the 
area who worked for several years with Gor- 
don LaSalle Music, runs his best shop because 
he keeps his customers and their instruments 
in mind. The store also hosts its own Battle of 
the Bands. 

To keep guitar players in tip-top shape, the 
shop offers the Ultimate Guitar Tune-up. For 
$59.95, they can get the works: new strings 
of their choice, height adjustment for pickups 
and strings, intonation and truss rod adjust- 
ments, complete electronics diagnostic check 
and cleaning, lemon oil fret board recondition- 
ing plus a full cleaning with polish. 

Stokosa and his shop donate time and en- 
ergy to help the community whenever possi- 
ble.

“Td like to do a couple raffles with the 
middle school and the high school and put the 
profits from that to their music programs.

Flu Vaccine Clinic slated for veterans 


HOLYOKE — The Soldiers’ Home in 
Holyoke will pair with Maxim Health 
Systems for a Flu Vaccine Clinic for Vet- 
erans Wednesday, Oct. 26 from 9 a.m. to 
2 p.m. Pneumonia vaccinations will also 
be available. Spouses accompanying the 
veterans will be able to obtain the vacci- 
nations under the same payment criteria. 

Maxim’s payment criteria is as fol- 
lows: 

If you have Medicare Part B, there is no 
charge. You must provide property docu- 
mentation of such coverage. This must be 
your primary and not your supplemental 
coverage. 


Check with your health-care insurance 
carrier to determine your eligibility for 
payment. Some carriers will not pay for 
the flu or pneumonia vaccine and it will 
be your responsibility to pay. 

If you do not have coverage under the 
above criteria, there will be a charge of 
$30 for the flu shot and $65 for the pneu- 
monia shot to the provider, cash or check 
only. 

You must bring your Soldiers’ Home 
in Holyoke I.D. Card (Blue Card) or your 
Discharge papers (DD214) in order to 
show your eligibility.
